I thought some of you might be interested in some of the items 
in the Library that we call “Special Collections” that are on either 
microfiche or microfilm. The following will introduce you to 
some of the titles in those special collections. 

PCMI (whose meaning is lost in the midst of time) is a col- 

lection of early monographs reproduced on ultrafiche covering a 
wide variety of subjects. For instance, many of the monographs 
concern the War Between the States, written by participants or 
observors on the scene. The Battle of Gettysburg written in 1913 
by Jesse Bowman Young complete with maps, the Boys of 61, or 
Four Years of Fighting, and Personal Obversations in the Army 
and Navy by Charles Coffin, written in 1881, read as if you were 
there. An interesting work on the Revolutionary War, A Military 
Journal During the American Revolutionary Wars, from _1775t to 
1783, that was published in 1827 is in the collection. 
Other titles of interest: A Living Wage, published in 1920 dis- 
cusses a minimum wage; Education as a Science, published in 
1908 discusses teaching; Juvenile Delinquency, published in 
1921; 

Life and Liberty in America or Sketches of a Tour in the 
United States and Canada in 1857-8, published in 1859, all make 
interesting reading. Additional titles in PCMI cover U.S. history, 
history of Great Britian, psychology and sociology. 

Slavery Documents, is a collection of original documents, the 
majority pre-1861, some as old as the late 1700’s, reproduced on 
microfiche. Representative titles: Narrative of William W. 


Brown, a Fugitive Slave, Written by himself, 1848; Observations 
on the Slavery of the Africans and their Descendants, written in 
1814; The Law of Passive Obedience written in 1776; and Anti- 
Slavery Manual, written in 1837. 

All of the titles in both collections would be considered orig- 
inal source materials and would be helpful in research. The 
Library has other collections on fiche or film, and we will intro- 
duce them in later columns.
